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Heraldry on 
English Medieval Jetons 
and Tokens 


John A. Goodall, FSA, FRNS 


The numerous jetons and tokens which have been found 
in recent years has added to the material available for the study 
of the ways in which heraldry was used in medieval England. It 
is unfortunate that many have been published without either an 
illustration or a correct blazon. In the following notes I have 
restricted the material to those pieces illustrated so that I could be 
certain of what was the real design. A few may never have been 
intended to be identifiable, rather like many of the coats of arms 
used on mass-produced Limoges enamels, , but others can be 
identified with varying degrees of certainty. It is significant that 
only one can be associated with the arms borne by the London 
guilds and companies, a marked contrast to the designs used on 
tokens in the seventeenth century when the arms of the London 
companies are found used by many traders in provincial towns 
as well. 


While few arms for the aldermanic families of medieval 
London were recorded in the surviving rolls of arms, more can 
be seen on their seals and in drawings and descriptions of their 
tombs, largely destroyed in the Great Fire of 1666. Many had 
survived until then despite the huge losses of monumental brasses 
from the churches of the City of London during the reign of 
Edward VI (1547-53) when numbers were taken up and sold by 
the churchwardens. Regrettably, only a few of the collections of 
deeds have been listed in the Guildhall Library, let alone the seals 
attached to them. The following notes have been based on the 
collections made for the new edition of Papworth’s Ordinary, 
and upon my notes of evidences for the arms of London citizens 
supplementing this. 


Three bars: Probably for Molton, Silver 3 bars Gules (Dering roll 273 etc); 
apart from Bussy and Tany the other families with the pattern only occur 
once in the early rolls; see also the next. Fig, 1. 


Barry: Normally of six but sometimes eight pieces. There are several 
candidates: Grey of Codnor (Silver and Azure, Glover's roll 42 etc); 
FitzAlan of Bedale, Yorks (Gold and Gules, Dering roll 228 etc) or 
Penbridge (Gold and Azure, ibid., 223). Fig. 2.

Castle: For the kingdom of Castile, normally quartered with Leon from 
the 1240’s but found separately on coins. Fig. 13. 


Checky: Almost certainly for Warenne, earls of Surrey, the last of whom 
died in 1347 (Gold and Azure, Glover's roll 7 etc). Fig. 14. 


Per chevron: Perhaps for Aston (Sable and Silver, Collins’ roll 669). Fig. 
15: 


Per chevron inverted: Not traced in either English or continental rolls of 
arms. Fig, 16. 


A chevron: Most probably for the earls of Stafford, Gold a chevron Gules 
(Parliamentary roll n. 144). About 1442 the sixth earl had adopted a 
quarterly coat (British Museum seals 13636). Fig. 17. 


Two chevrons: Perhaps for Chaworth (Azure and Gold, Dering roll 277 
etc), or Grendon (Silver and Gules, St George’s roll 368). Fig. 18. 


Three chevrons: For the Clare earls of Gloucester, Gold 3 chevrons Gules, the 
last earl slain at Bannockburn 1314 (Glover's roll 5 etc). Fig. 19. 


Sei ae (of six or eight): The only English coat at the time seems to be 
Mathefellow (Gules and Gold, Fitzwilliam roll 530). Fig. 20. 


A crescent es a molet of six points: Cf the seal of Christine de Berneres 
(Museum of London 84.323/1), who was probably the wife of alderman 
John Barnes or Bernes who died in 1375. Fig. 21. 


A small cross in base, in chief a label of five: Not traced. Fig, 22. 


A cross: Most likely for St George, Silver a cross Gules (Clipearius 
Teutonicorum, for king of England, and Bodley MS Douce 231, f.1 post 
1322); the Knights Hospitaller bore the same with tinctures reversed 
(Matthew Paris shields etc). Fig. 23. 


A cross moline: Beck, and later Willoughby, bore this coat (Gules and 
Silver, Charles roll 392 and Parliamentary roll 116). Fig. 24. 


Cross potent between four crosslets; impalingfour fleurs de lis with a label: 
Jerusalem impaling old Anjou, for the kingdom of Naples. Fig. 25. 


Cross between four roundels: Perhaps for Douneworth, Gules a cross Silver 
between 4 bezants (Segar’s roll 194). Fig. 26. 

A cross between in chief a crown of thorns, 3 nails in dexter and ? in sinster base; 
also: A cross between in base three nails and a crown of thorns: Versions of the 
Arma Christi, or arms of the Passion, a design which became more 
common from the early fourteenth century. Fig. 27. 


Double eagle: Either the Empire, or Bluet (Gold and Gules, Segar’s roll 
182). Fig. 28. 


Fess: No clear candidate. Fig. 29. 

Fess between two chevrons: In a London context this must be for Fitzwalter, 
hereditary standard-bearers of the City (Gold and Gules, Dering roll 207 
etc).

Before Writing Volume I: From Counting To Cuneiform & 
Volume II: A Catalog of Near Eastern Tokens by Denise

In the history of seg age came first: coins, bullion, or bank drafts? 
Bank drafts were the first form of money. At least, that is one possible 
inference from the discoveries of Dr. Denise Schmandt-Besserat. In fact, 
the use of clay tokens to represent the physical inventory of farms 
antedated and caused both writing and counting. 


An art historian, Schmandt-Besserat began exploring the early use of 
Sak Museum collections from the earliest strata with clay objects 
included hundreds of odd little clay shapes. She saw that all of these 
diverse objects, variously attributed, but generally uncatalogued, belong 
in a class by themselves. She identified them as tokens. The implications 
of this discovery lead in several directions. 


First, the idea of abstract number evolved slowly. “One loaf’ is not the 
same as “one cow” because a loaf is not a cow. From perhaps 8000 BC 
to after 4000 BC, people tallied their goods by one-to-one mapping with 
clay tokens. 


Another direction is indicated by the evolution of “complex tokens.” 
These shapes have marks on them. Moreover, tokens were stored in 
spherical clay “envelopes.” The outsides of the envelopes were impressed 
with the shapes stored inside and the ball was baked shut. These two 
threads lead to writing. This overturns the accepted paradigm that 
writing evolved from picto-grams. 


A third track draws the numismatist with a siren-song. The tokens were 
obviously economic. They made accounting and planning possible. And 
they were temporary. Clay counters for seasonal crops are often 
associated with seasonal refuse. Like cancelled bank drafts, tokens were 
discarded once their job was done. 


By 3500 BC, people in Mesopotamia fi out that it wasn’t necessary 
to store tokens or envelopes. They made marks in clay that represented 
tokens which in turn represented commodities. Writing and arithmetic

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LYCIAN PORTRAITURE

In modern times portraiture on coinage, whether the subject is 
living or deceased, is a practice taken for granted. Indeed, though, 
this practice of placing a dignitary’s portrait on a coin was slow 
to settee as measured against the natural progression of coinage 
itself. 


Ancient Lycia, a mountainous enclosed area on the south coast 
of Asia Minor, is given credit for the development of the 
individual portrait on coinage. A Lycian dynast called Kharai 
or Khreis was the first to experiment with the idea of individual 
portraiture. His dates were circa 425-410 BC and he was either a 
vassal or ally of the Ionian satrap Tissaphernes for whom we also 
have a well-known coin portrait from Miletos circa 412-411 BC. 


An unique and remarkable arter facing portrait of Kharai 
is known from a specimen in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
and a strikingly individual portrait appears on a stater in both 


the collections of the Bibliotheque Nationale and the American 
Numismatic Society, both from the same dies. 


This is the first phase of individual portraiture on Greek coins, 
and it was obviously a slow process as the eae of other Lycian 
dynasts (e.g. Artumpara, Ddanavala and Khariga) of this and a 
slightly later period will attest to; as were it not for the identifying 
inscriptions with the portrait, they would remain as anonymous 
but hellenised portraits of these basically oriental rulers. 


With the discovery of the Podalia (or Elmali) hoard in 1957, we 
finally had proof that the Lycian experiment with individual 
portraiture on coinage had completely developed. Coin portraits 
of two Lycian dynasts, Mithrapata and Perikla, turned up in this 
hoard. Those of Mithrapata were completely unknown previously 
and those of Perikla confirmed the authenticity of two known 
specimens that were regarded as probably spurious. 





Mithrapata 


Mithrapata, circa 380-370, is known froma series of eight reverse 
portrait dies whilst Perikla’s superb three-quarter facing portrait 
is known from three obverse dies (circa 380-362 BC). These 
portraits are agreed upon by scholars now as being true and 
realistic images of the dynasts with the addition of identifying 
inscriptions augmenting the engravers and dynasts desires. 


On the eight dies of Mithrapata we can actually see a slight aging 
of this dynast, and the portrait is without any of the typica 
attributes of ae Lycian rulers such as the Persian tiara, 
stylized beard or a helmet. These are the individual portraits of 
important men, separating themselves from both hellenistic and 
oriental traditions, and declaring the individualism that was to 
mark Greek ses during this period and leading into the time 
of the Diadochi of the Hellenistic kingdoms where individual 
portraiture matured and developed into the exemplary realistic 
portraiture of the early Roman empire.

In the September 1980 issue of Spink’s Numismatic Circular, pp. 
306-307, followed by a supplement in the December 1984 issue, 
PE: 321, Ian Carradice Ry lished notes on a hoard of plated 
silver or fourré denarii of Vitellius, Vespasian and Domitian. This 
hoard, possibly the product of a 1st century AD forger’s workshop 
in southern Spain, was apparently found in that region in the 
early 20th century epeeiens were recorded by the British 
Museum in 1932), an rtions of it were still available on the 
market in the 1960's and later. From his study of some 200 known 
specimens he identified nine obverse and eight reverse dies in 
e group, used in seventeen combinations.

Weights range from 2.74- 3.67 gm, close to the norm for official, 
full weight and fineness issues, and often the only evidence that 
these are not official issues are small breaks in the silver plating 
that have allowed corrosion to affect the bronze underneath. In 
general, the plating is much more substantial than normally met 
with in similar contemporary forgeries, and the question could 
be raised as to whether this is truly a mere forger’s effort or 
srhapsa “semi-official” operation to meet a local coin shortage. 
ain was one of the most pacified and well-ordered provinces 
of the empire at this period; the only disturbance being the revolt 
of Saturninus in Germany in 89 AD, when the only legion based 
in Spain, the VII Gemina under the future emperor Trajan, was 
hurried north to meet the threat. What part this disturbance would 
lay in the local economy is unclear, but the threat of an expanding 
conflict could have led to the concealment of this hoard. 


It is also curious that the forger (?) would produce a type for an 
ephemeral ruler datin pent as before the terminal date of 
the types reproduced (circa 87 AD). Evidently, the denarii of 
Vitellius were still commonplace and acceptable in circulation in 
the west at this time.

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PERSEUS VS ROME: Pay for Cretan Mercenaries in the employ 
of Perseus while he battled with Rome. According to Richard 
Ashton’s most recent research (Numismatic Chronicle, 1988), 
these Psuedo-Rhodian drachms can be dated to circa 171-170 BC.

FROM BARTER TO COINAGE: THRACE, Istros. 6th-5th

Carus and His Sons. Carus was Praetorian Prefect when he led 
a revolt in Raetia against Probus. Probus was in Sirmium in the 
Balkans when news of the revolt reached him and caused his 
army to mutiny and murder him— the army already enraged at 
having been employed on public works. Carus was then declared 
Emperor by the army and his two sons, Numerian and Carinus, 
were given the rank of Caesar shorty thereafter. Carinus was left 
to guard the West while Carus and Numerian continued Probus’ 
plans for an eastern campaign. Carus was soon murdered 
although officially it was stated that he had been struck by 
lightning! 


Numerian was murdered in late 284 on his return trip to Rome 
by his prefect Aper, who was subsequently murdered by the 
senior military officers. One of those officers was Diocletian, who 
was then proclaimed emperor. Carinus, after defeating the 
usurper Julian near Verona, moved against his new rival, and a 
close-fought battle became meaningless when Carinus was 
assassinated by one of his own tribunes.

Britain. After the final withdrawal of Roman troops from Britain 
at the beginning of the fifth century AD, the Romanized Celtic 
population was left to fend for itself against the Germanic (Saxon) 
invasions. Arthur, probably a powerful warlord in early Britain, 
was one of these defenders. Without the Roman presence, local 
commerce was left without a continuing supply of new coinage, 
and no official British coinage was struck for another 200 years.
